the puwer of divining. Kaine 
fuaped up with two thin pieces 
of brass rod, gach with an end 
bent. 


He challenged  urchacologists 
from the Laboratory ot 
Archaeology und History of Art 
at Oxford University. They were 
armed) with a “magig box" of 
Intricate ¢glectronie equipment. 


The sclenusts described the 
box us a “transistorised proton 
resonance magnetometar," which 
they had already vsed to find 
buried archacological treasures 
on sites in Brifaln and in Cyprus, 


The site for the contest was 
marked off Into two arcas cuch 
100 feet by 60 fect. Buried three 
ond a half fect down tn one of 
the areas was 1 Roman pottery 
kiln.

Six paces on, 
the rods gwivelled. The spot was 
pegged. Eventually, a score of 
pegs dotted the ground, some of 
them forming a rectangular pat- 
tem, 


Raine then moved into the 
area where the kiln was. Ageln 
he got plenty of “reactions” 
from his grass rods, But none of 
them were near the right spot. 


Then the scientists, headed by 
Dr Martin Aiken, took their 
“magic box’ into action, Mla) 
needles began to flicker as the 
scientists took readings. 


The readings showed cxactly 
where the kiln was. They pointed 
out to Raine there was no relo- 
thon between thelr readings and 
his pegs,

Mystery Of The Moon 


STRONOMERS have 

two theories as to what 
caused moon craters. Some 
think explosions from in- 
side the moon, like volcanic 
eruptions on Earth, created 
them. 


Others believe they were 
made when different sized 
meteors bombarded the 
moon’s crust many years 
ago. Other scientists think 
it was a combination of 
both. 


kw 


Whatever caused them 
has stopped, at least tem- 
porarlly. No changes on 
the moon's surface have 
occurred since astronomers 
began studying it closely 
with telescopes 350 years 
ago. 

The ‘pock-marked moon 
nigo contains vast plains, 
which early astronomers 
thought were oceans and 
sens but which are prob- 
ably hardened lava beds. 
These “seas,” as they ure 
still galled, are relatively 
smooth, dark. areas which 
cover about one-half of the

side of the moon which 


faces Earth, 

We really see more than 
one-half of the moon. Even 
though it keeps the same 
face toward Earth (be- 
cause it revolves around 
Earth at the same rate it 
turns on its axis), it has o 
slight wobble. : 


This motion lefs us see first 
sround one edge of the moon, 
tnd ‘ister around the other 
edge. In this way we even- 
tally see SP per cent of its 
surface. 


While it's Iikely the hidden 
aide js similar to the one we 
can svt, astronomers are anxlous 
to explore jt. But they are 
more enger to set up a Jarge 
telescope on the moon's surfacu 
whece, unhampered by atmos- 
pheric haze, they will get oo 
vlearer view of our universe, 

While the moon's diameter ts 
une-fourth of Earth’s, it would 
take 82 moons to cqual the 
Earth's welght. Because it 
contains less material, {ts 
gravity pull is only one-sixth 
os strong. 

‘This means that if you could 
nft 50 pounds on Earth, you'd 
he able to litt 300 pounds on the 
moon, Not only that, you could 
break the high jumping ani 
broad Jumping records of Olym- 
ple champions without half try- 
ing. 


From time to tline the moon 
puts on spectal acrial displays 
ealled cclipses, 

When the moon Is directly 
vetween the earth and the sun 
and passes across the sun's 
face, there Is a solar eclipse. 


At such times the moon’s 
cone-shaped shadow, 232,000 
miles long but only a few miles 
wide at the tip, falls across the 
earth, 


At the beginning of a solar 
echpse, the moon tukes only o 
amall bite out of the sun's bril- 
Mant disc. Then, as seconds 
pass, the mocn continucs to 
cover ao larger und larger area 
until almost all of the sun Is 
hidden,

In o total eclipse, the moon 
completely covers the sun, The 
only light you can see fs the 
hazy ght from the sun’s co- 
rona, or halo, ‘Khe sky becomes 
dark, tho alr cools off and 
few stars blink. in the sky. 


The moon apfears block be- 
cause its sunlit side {ts toward 
the sun, . But the spectacle 1s 
soon over. Seven minutes Js 
the longest o sotur eclipse may 
last. Most are much shorter. 

You'ro mors likely to sec an 
celipso ¢f the moon, A lunar 
cclipse occurs when the Earth 
fs in a direct Iino between the 
sun and the moon, The Earth's
